J OHN L. Lew»* annottncemeot 
inai ~nis"nnilng^ff of the eoel 
•trike it oerel)' another **truce'* till 
June 20 once more demonstrates that 
the would-be fuehrer of American 
labor, who has just been fulsomel^ 
eulogized ^ Hitler’i VotlHseh^ 
Beotaehur, will stop at nothing to 
gain hn ends. There can be no com- 
promise with thk war of nerves. Be- 
fore June 20, if no settlement of the 
differences between coal miners and 
operators has been reached, ^e gov- 
ernment roust act to prevent any fur- 
ther tabouge. 

From the standpcwt of the eoun- 
oj and the mine workers, Lewis’ 
second coal strike was disastrous. But 
from the standpoint of Lewis him- 
self, the strike brought certain com- 
pensations. It interfered with war 
production. It allowed him to prove 
hii Ic^alty to the defeatists and to. 
those Republicans who support a 
negotiated peace and the appeasement 
of Hoover, Tift, Vandenberg, Lan- 
doD, and Ham Fish. For Lcw« must 
be credited with putting* over die 
onion-busting Smhh-ConnaBy bill in 
the House, ui addition, be weakened 
the tight against tntiation. He seri- 
ously delayed efforts to get on with 
the war.

Instead, he blocked negotiations, 
turned hk back on the War Labor 
Board’s every effort to setds, the 
dispute e^tably, while he carefully 
perfected plans to violate labor’s no- 
strike agreement once again, and by 
ao doing to endanger the aecurhy of 
the labor movement. ''

From the standpoint of the coun- 
try and the mine workers, Lewis* 
second coal strike was disastrous. But 
rrom the standpoint oi Lewis him- 
self, the strike brought certain com- 
pensations. It interfered with war 
production. It allowed him to prove 
his loyalty to the defeatists and to 
those Republicans who support a 
negotiated peace and the appeasement 
of Hoover, Taft, Vandenberg, Lan- 
don, and Ham Fish* For Lewis must 
be credited with putting" over the 
union-busting Smith-Connally in 
the House. In addition, he weakened 
the fight against inflation. He seri- 
ously delayed efforts to get on with 
the war. His actions will result in the 
deaths of more young Americans 
than could be accounted for by a 
wolf-pack of Nazi submarines or a 
Avison of Axis troops. 

I Lewis has indulged in a good deal 
Af self-righteous peering. He has 
talked of his devotion to the rank-

and-file miners, but his actions diir- 
ing the mine ^^trucc** belied his words. 
He refused, with the eager coUabo- 
ratian of the mine operators, to push 
for settlement of the miners’ demands 
during the period of the “truce*” 
Instead, he blocked negotiations, 
turned his back on the War Labor 
Hoard’s every effort to settle the 
dispute equitably, while he carefully 
perfected plans to violate labor’s no- 
strike agreement once again, and by 
so doing to endanger the security of 
the labor movement. 

His timing is worth consideration. 
He ordered the second strike just as 
the Smith-Connally bill reached the 
House floor, and c^ed off the strike 
the mo£nr|it the bul WaS paSacd. 
'Thereby, Lewis advanced hb plot 
against both the CIO and AITj. 
Thereby, he made his “contribudon” 
to the Hoover-Taft scheme to throw 
die domestic economy into confusion, 
from which reaction hopes to **rcs- 
cue" it with a negotiated peace, a 
sellout to the enemy. At the dme of 
Munich, Daladier played cbonii to 
Chamberlain. Now Lewis is Daladier 
to Hoover and his friends.
